DAYS OF FAST DAYS OF ABSTINENCE 
ONE FULL MEAL COMPLETE PARTIAL 
Weekdays of Lent; Ember days; Fridays; Ash Wednesday and Ember Wednesdays and 
Vigils of: Pentecost, Assumption, Holy Saturday Morning; Saturdays; 
All Saints, and Christmas Vigils of Assumption, and Christmas| Vigils of Pentecost and All Saints 


All over 7 are bound to ABSTINENCE; all over 21 and under 59 are bound to FAST unless exempt or dis- 
pensed. When in doubt, consult a priest. 


No FAST nor ABSTINENCE on Sundays and Holydays of Obligation, even if latter fall on Fridays. 


On days of FAST, only one full meal is allowed. Two other meatless meals may be taken according to each 
one’s needs; but together they should not equal another full meal. Eating between meals is not permitted; 
but liquids, including milk and fruit juices, are allowed. 

On days of PARTIAL ABSTINENCE, meat and soup or gravy made from meat may be taken only ONCE 
A DAY at the PRINCIPAL MEAL, even by those not obliged to fast. 


On days of COMPLETE ABSTINENCE, no meat or meat-soup or gravy may be taken. 


Persons not obliged to FAST may eat meat several times on DAYS OF FAST: which are not also DAYS 
OF ABSTINENCE. 


Bishops may dispense from FAST and ABSTINENCE on legal holidays, e.g., Washington’s Birthday, Inde- 
pendence Day, etc. Inquire from your Pastor if dispensation is granted. 


Armed Forces members on active service are dispensed from FAST and ABSTINENCE except on: Ash 
Wednesday, Good Friday, Holy Saturday morn, and the vigil of Christmas. The dispensation is personal 
and applies to the individual wherever he may be. It also applies to his wife, children, parents, and servants 
if he habitually resides with them, whether on or off the post.
